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REMARKS 

Claims 3-4 and 7-15 are pending. By this Amendment, claims 1,2,5 and 6 are canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein. Applicants 
acknowledge and thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 3, 4 and 7-15 are allowed.
